To  the  Mayor,  Aldomion  ond  Co-uncillors  of  the  Borough, 


Mr,  Mayor,  Aldermon  and  Gontlcanen, 

-  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1956. 


The  population  figure  for  1956  of  the  Registrar 
General  shows  no  change. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  671  while  -uhe  Borou^ 
has  157  Council  houses. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  Birth  Rato,  but  there 
occurred  throe  stillbirths  during  this  particular  year,  Thera  wore 
29  deaths  against  19  in  1955  one  of  v;hioh  v;as  an  infant  under  one 
years  of  age.  No  maternal  deaths  occurred  dui’ing  1956, 

The  main  Causes  of  death  was  duo  to  Cancer,  a  total  of 
seven,  tv/o  died  from  a  stroke,  and  seven  died  frcm  Diseases  of 
the  Heart,  while  Pneumonia  claimed  three.  Two  males  died  of 
Tuberculosis,  while  a  most  ancient  enony  to  mankind  ,  namely 
byphilis,  claimed  a  death,  the  first  in  the  Borough  for  at  least 
eight  years. 

Of  the  notifiable  diseases^  only  one  Tuberculosis  and 
one  dysentery,  a  girl  aged  18,  were  involved  for  1956,  This  is 
most  satisfactory  state  of  health  v/ithin  the  Community  of  the 
Boro-ogh. 


The  number  vaccinated  against  Smallpox  remain  the  same 
as  for  1955,  but  only  ono  B.G.C,  vaccination  had  to  bo  given. 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  increased  by 
17  and  18  respectively. 

The  .Sanitary  situation  of  the  Borough  for  1956  is 
reported  upon  by  tlio  Public  Health  Inspector  and  it  appears 
that  the  Boro\:igh  Water  Supply  and  Refuse  Disposal  is  satisfactory. 
No  improvements  to  the  Sewerage  Systcmi  was  undertaken  during  1956, 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Mj^or, 
and  Members  of  the  Council  for  your  interest,  tind  the  Town  Clerk, 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
cooperation  and  help.

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  ph.ysician 
in  collaboration  with  the  County  Medical  Off.i.cor  and  his  staff. 

The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of  new-born  infants  born 
into  tuberculous  households  and  of  tubercu].j.n  negative  contacts 
of  known  cases.  During  1956,  one  such  vaco. ‘.nation  was  carried 
out  in  the  Borough. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

A  total  number  of  37  children  were  immunised  during 
the  year,  of  these,  28  were  also  immunised  against  V/hooping 
Cough.
